Australian Success near Mafeking. 


A skirmish occurred at Louws Farm the other 
day (as we learn from Reuter’s Mafeking agent) 
between a patrol of New South Wales Bushmen 
and a party of Boers, which reflects great credit 
on the Australians. 

Some Boers having been arrested in the 
neighbourhood for the concealment of arms on 
the previous day, the patrol was sent out to 
make further search and inquiries. On their 
arrival at the farmhouse they began questioning 
a woman who was found there. She suddenly 
snatched down a white sheet which was hang- 
ing in front of the door, and hurried inside the 
house. 

This was evidently a preconcerted signal, as, 
simultaneously with her disappearance, a heavy 
fusillade was opened upon the patrol. Two of 
the Bushmen were hit, one so badly that he 
had to be left on the ground. Тһе remainder 
made for a rocky ridge, and, rapidly dismount- 
ing, took cover behind some large boulders. 
Waiting until the pursuing Boers arrived within 
short range, they opened fire with telling effect, 
and eight of the enemy were seen to fall from 
their saddles: 

As another party of Boers was seen endeavour- 
ing to outflank the patrol, the latter hurried 
back to camp. Оп the following day a strong 
patrol was sent to the locality, with a pom-pom, 
but failed to find a single Boer.

He was born on April 14, 1867, and received his 
education at Wellington College and Magdalen Col- 
lege, Oxford. Like so many other cadets of the 
Royal House, Prince Christian Victor decided to adopt 
a military career, and accordingly he entered the Royal 
Military College, Sandhurst, remaining there until 1888, 
when he received a commission as Second Lieutenant 
in the King’s Royal Rifles. Two years later he was promoted 
to be Lieutenant, and in 1896 became Captain with the brevet 
rank of Major. His war service had been considerable. 
In 1891 he served in the Miranzai Expedition, and in the 
same year acted as Orderly Officer to General Elles in 
the second Hazara Expedition. Іп 1895 he volunteered 
for the Ashanti War, and in 1898 he served in the 
Soudan under Sir Herbert Kitchener as Staff Officer 
to the corps on board the gun-boats’ flotilla.

of thirty acres on a capital of less than £50. He admit 
that he had no experience — the fact was paten t 
indeed, without explanation—but having an idea tha 
he and his family would have better health in the 
country, he wanted my advice as to giving up his presens 
occupation, migrating to the country, and going ш 
stock-breeding. І had to advise him, of course, to 4 
nothing of the kind, for to rear cattle of the stamp 
illustrated, the Lincoln red shorthorn — which was his 
idea—means far more than heimagines. Scientific breeding 
is a life-study, and even the most experienced men occasion 
ally use the wrong strains in their endeavours to secure 
success. I certainly think in this case it is a matter of the 
“ cobbler sticking to his last." Та other words, my Lond? 
correspondent should not venture into stock-farming, bu 
remain contented in his present occupation. 


On Silver Wyandottes. 


In breeding Wyandottes, I may tell my Epsom cor 
spondent care should be taken to mate the birds correct у 
if they are to be bred true to colour. You must not mate 
light males with light females, nor the reverse. If you 
do, your chicks will be off colour, and too light or too 
dark. If you have some light- coloured females you 
should mate a dark male with them. Any defect JD 
the male should be very prominently off-set іп the 
female, and the same vice-versá. You say they do not lay 
all the time. Of course not. You can’t expect them t0 : 
but if there is a breed of fowls that are good winter 
layers, the Wyandotte is that one. They begin abou 
December and continue up till July, with scarcely any ге" 
and they are not wanting to sit all the time either. They 
are very easy to break up, but if you do decide to let 
them sit they make the very best of mothers, as they 
are so gentle and keep their nests in good condition 
They are not oversized and clumsy about getting on 
and off the nest. Sometimes they wean their chicken” 
rather early, but that is all the better; for after a chick 
is two months old it is better off without any mothet 
to drag it over a forty-acre field. The hen goes right ОП 
laying again and does not lose any time. What deliciou* 
broilers they are at 1ilb. weight—almost melt in your 
mouth! Even when they are half or two-thirds gr own 
they are not to be despised. They are always іп splendi 
flesh, which is very juicy and sweet. They have low Tose- 
combs, which can hardly freeze in any climate, and they ате 
not high-fliers, but very content in a small yard. They are 
small eaters and easy to keep; fat and mature early. NoW
